Police May Get 
Large Grants

Police Chief Don Massey outlined two grant 


proposals totaling approximately $150,000 
Tuesday to Corsicana's City Commission that 
may be received locally at a total cost of 
$10,000. 


The commission unanimously endorsed the 


grant proposals and okayed the necessary 
$10,000 expenditure to be used in the police 
department at the new Corsicana Government 
Center. Also, six new jobs would be created. 


Salaries for those six positions would be 


entirely funded by the grants for two years. 
Massey said the city can absorb the additional 
employes that are needed at the end of the two- 
year period. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger said normal 


growth patterns indicate some of the positions 
will have to be filled by the city whether or not 
the grant is approved. He said the city will not 
be obligated to spend any more than $10,000 
over the two-year period to obtain the grant. 


The $10,000 has been included in Ballenger's 


preliminary budget proposals to the com- 
mission for the upcoming fiscal year. 


Massey said the new positions created would 


be a vice control officer, juvenile officer, 
sergeant supervisor and clerk-typists. 


The $70,000 worth of equipment will equip the 


new police department and will be retained 
permanently after the two-year grant period 
expires. 


Ballenger told the commission Corsicana is 


"almost assured of getting this grant." He said 
the only things needed are the commission's 
"blessing" and approval of the $10,000 ex- 
penditure. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood commended Massey 


and Ballenger for their efforts in working on 
the grants and said they should proceed with 
preparations. 


Ballenger said the grant proposals will total 


approximately 100 typewritten pages. He said 
he and Massey will have them prepared in their 
final form as soon as possible for submission to 
the criminal council. 
NC Land Deal

Navarro College obtained a signature from

Thursday's board meeting, that the college has 
been trying "for the last 12 or 15 years to 
acquire this property." The 22.88 acres are 
located between two pieces of property the 
college already owns.

Smallpox Spreads 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — The Indian 


government says a smallpox epidemic in 
eastern Bihar state has spread to two neigh- 
boring states despite an intensified eradication 
campaign. 


Deputy Health Minister Amiya Kisku 


reported at least 18,000 persons have died of 
smallpox this year in Bihar, where 91,436 cases 
were reported through June. He said the 
epidemic also has taken 1,700 lives in West 
Bengal and 500 in Assam. 


Other authoritie sources reported a total of 


140,308 smallpox cases so far this year in all of 
India, or about 85 per cent of the world total of 
164,313 reported to the World Health Or- 
ganization. 


Only three other countries— Ethiopia, 


Pakistan and Bangladesh—still have epidemic 
smallpox. WHO hopes to eradicate the disease 
from those areas as well as from India by the 
end of 1974 or early 1975. 
Gurney Pleads Innocent 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) — Sen. Edward 


J. Gurney has pleaded innocent to conspiracy, 
bribery, cover-up and perjury charges and 
says he has not decided whether he will resign 
from office. 


The Florida Republican entered the pleas on 


Tuesday in a quick and quiet arraignment 
before U.S. Magistrate 
Joseph 
Hatchett. 


Gurney was released on a $1,000 signature 
bond. 


Asked by newsmen after the arraignment if 


he plans to resign from the Senate, Gurney 
replied, "That's a consideration, but I don't 
want to leave you with the impression that I'm 
resigning." 


Both the Miami Herald and the Florida 


Times-Union quoted an unidentified Gurney 
aide as saying later, however, that Gurney will 
definitely complete his current term, which 
expires in January.

her livelihood is jeopardized by an oil com- 
pany's refusal to let her take over her late hus- 
band's service station.

practicing blatant sex discrimination by cut- 
ting off her gas supply to force her out of 
business.

City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said he will "make a concerted 
effort" to do all he can in this 
area. He conceded he feels the 
responsibility for enforcing the 
ordinances belongs with the 
city, not the health department. 


He said he does not believe it 


was ever intended the health 
department should take care of 
the vacant lots, but ordinances 
are worded so responsibility for 
the duties somehow gradually 
shifted from the city to the 
health officials. 


"If it's the wish of this 


commission, we'll take the lots 
and weeds on," Ballenger said. 
"I'd hate to take anything else 
on right now, but we'll do the 
best we can." 


Ballenger said he wants to 


handle 
the 
situation 
ad- 


ministratively. 


"I 
prefer 
from the 
city 


manager's viewpoint that we 
leave the ordinance alone," he 
said. This enables the city to 
call in the health department 
for support when special cases 
arise, he advised, particularly if 
taken to court. 


The city manager said he 


believes "legal ramifications 
can be worked out" if the 
commission will adopt a tax- 
lien amendment to the weedy 
lot ordinances. 


Such an ordinance will enable 


the city to legally tax property 
owners, as part of their regular 
property tax payments, for 
clean-up work the city is forced 
to do. 


Ballenger said such a tax lien 


has been tried in other cities 
and it works. He said 
he 


believes Corsicana needs such 


an amendment, and "we can 
make it stick." 


Lightfoot said he thinks the 


health department has enough 
duties 
and 
responsibilities 


without trying to cope with 
vacant lots. 


"They're trying to do a $10 job 


with $2 worth of equipment," 
the commissioner said. He said 
his conversations with Dr. Will 
Miller, director of the health 
department, indicate the shift in 
responsibilities "will be ap- 
preciated" by health employes. 


Ballenger 
said 
Lightfoot's 


suggestion is not a new idea, but 
ordinance 
limitations 
have 


slowed changes in the past. 


For this reason, Ballenger 


said, 
he 
prefers 
to 
ad- 


ministratively assign the clean- 
up duties within the city's work 
force and not tamper with the 
actual health ordinances. 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood 


agreed the ordinance should not 
be 
changed. She 
and 
the 


commission unanimously gave 
Ballenger and all city employes 
"a vote of confidence" for their 
clean-up efforts. 


Close Vote Will Give CHS 
Broadcasts to High Bidder

In a 3-2 vote Monday, the 


Corsicana School Board agreed 
to sell broadcast rights for high 
school athletic contests during 
the 1974-75 school year to the 
highest bidder. 


Both local radio stations— 


KAND on "am" and KCIR on 
"fm"—have expressed interest 
in 
securing 
the 
broadcast 


rights. 


KCIR had the rights last year 


by virtue of a $500 bid. KAND, 
which previously handled the 
broadcasts for several years, 
did not submit a bid last year 
when that avenue was em- 
ployed for the first time. 


The board approved the high 


bid motion voiced by trustee Ed 
Blackburn, seconded by Dr. 
James Curington. They both 
voted yes. Trustees 
Yvonne 


Bunch and Dr. James Price 
voted no. Maco Stewart, board 
president, cast the deciding 
positive vote. 


Trustees Albert Sanders and 


Dr. Kelly Burkhart were ab- 
sent. 


Moments earlier, the trustees 


rejected Dr. Price's motion, 
seconded by Mrs. Bunch, that 
the 
broadcasts 
"be 
made 


available at no fee" to both 
stations for local games and to 
KAND for out-of-town games. 


Supt. Joe Lindsey noted only 


one station can be designated to 
carry the out-of-town games, 
according 
to 
league 
rules 


governing broadcasts. He said 
space limitations are the cause 
for the ruling. 


With an identical 3-2 split and 


the same trustees on each 
side—but 
casting 
opposite 


votes—Stewart provided the 
negative tiebreaker in support 
of Dr. Curington and Black- 
burn. 


At one point, Stewart asked if 


the board wanted to charge a 
$1,000 fee for the broadcast 
rights "and see who grabs it." 


"Why should they get it for 


nothing? It's a service (to the 
school district), but it's money 
for them, too," Stewart said. 


Blackburn said he prefers the 


bid basis for determination of 
the problem prior to voicing his 
motion. Dr. Price said his 
major concern is "quality of the 
broadcasts." 


"Quality 
is 
what 
we're 


looking for," according to Dr. 
Price. He added he believes 
"the quality was not there" last 
year. 


Mrs. Bunch agreed with Dr. 


Price. "I got an awful lot of 
complaints last year," she said. 


Dr. Curington said, "Only two 


people questioned me." 
He 


added when he explained why 
KCIR did the broadcasts, due to 
the bid situation, those persons 
seemed 
to 
understand 
the 


board's reasoning. 


Stewart noted he met with 


representatives of both stations 
last week to see if some type of 
agreement could be arranged. 
When nothing could be ac- 
complished, 
he 
said, 
he 


proposed to let the board settle 
the issue. 


Ray 
Lester, representing 


KCIR, offered three propsoals 
for solution of the problem. 
Those proposals include: put 


knowledge of local buildings 
'will be invaluable" as assistant 
fire marshal. 
The city will step up its efforts 


in fire prevention with this 
change, Ballenger said. He said 
he 
appreciates 
Tieman's 


decision to help the city in this 
manner, and will name him to 
the new post. 


The city manager declined to 


name an acting fire chief. He 
said applicants for permanent 
chief will be accepted at this 
time and an acting chief will be 
appointed 
after 
Aug. 1 if 


needed. 


Ballenger said the interval 


between now and the effective 
date of Tieman's resignation 
will allow time for interview of 
applicants. Applications will be 
accepted from both members of 
the local department and other 
cities. 


Advertisement giving notice 


of the vacancy will be published 
in Waco, Dallas, Fort Worth, 
San Antonio and various area 
cities, according to Ballenger. 
He stressed the city is "an equal 
opportunity employer" and will 
give due consideration to all

on a no fee basis." 


The board agreed to open bids 


for the rights during their next 
meeting. Games to be broad- 
cast will be all Corsicana High 
School's football and basketball 
contests,

baseball.

Commission Tuesday he would 
rather be put in the local animal 
shelter than City Jail. 


Ballenger was responding to 


Mayor 
Sue 
Youngblood's 


inquiry concerning conditions 
at the municipal animal shelter 
which 
has 
received 
recent 


criticism 
concerning 
un- 


sanitary conditions. 


The city manager said he 


defies anyone to find a better 
animal shelter for a city Cor- 
sicana's size in Texas. 


"WE'VE DONE a lot of work 


with no money appropriated 
(for new facilities)," he said, 
referring to the present animal 
facilities. "And if I had my 
choice, I would rather be put in 
the animal shelter than in the 
City Jail." 


Ballenger later admitted his 


"choice of words" 
used in 


comparing the animal shelter to 
City Jail "may not have been 
the best." He said the city is 
taking 
care 
of 
whatever 


problems may exist at the jail 
by building the new Corsicana 
Government Center. 


But the point he was trying to 


establish, 
he 
said, 
is 
the 


shelter's pens are kept clean. 
He said they are washed daily 
and chemical sprays are used to 
combat disease and unsanitary 
conditions. 


BALLENGER 
NOTED 


charges 
from 
Mrs. 
B. 
R. 


Hammonds, president of the 
Navarro 
County 
Humane 


Society, that there is no heat at 
the shelter, too little hot water, 
and poor air circulation. She 
said the society might file a 
lawsuit "if the city keeps put- 
ting us off." 


Ballenger said he will, as he 


has advised Mrs. Hammonds, 
have heat at the shelter before 
winter. He said the city will 
have to install approximately 
300-400 feet of gas line to con- 
nect the shelter with the nearest 
tap. 


THE 
PRESENT 
animal 


shelter was built almost ex- 
clusively with city forces, ac- 
cording to Ballenger, including 
himself. He said workers on 
fixed monthly salaries worked 
odd hours to construct 
the 


shelter and the city commission 
was never asked for money to 
fund the project. 


Ballenger said he was in 


contact 
with 
the 
Humane 


Society throughout construction 
of the facilities in an effort to 
assure 
adequate 
sanitary 


standards would be met. 


The city manager said these 


steps were taken approximately 
a year ago when he ascertained 
the old animal shelter was 
substandard. 


Mayor Youngblood said she 


understands a 75-gallon water 
heater and chemical sprays 
have been offered for use at the 
shelter. 
Ballenger said 
the 


water 
heater 
would be 
a 


welcome addition to replace the 
15-gallon heater now in use. 


THE CITY MANAGER said, 


confirmed by Police Chief Don 
Massey, that several sprays are 
already being used and will 
continue to be. 


The mayor said she has 


visited the shelter and it "looks 
clean" to her. 


Ballenger said an animal 


warden from Dallas recently 
toured Corsicana's shelter, then 
commented the local facilities 
"are as good as any" Dallas 
now has. 


The city manager concluded 


he feels the shelter is in good 
shape and he is proud of the 
work done there by city em- 
ployes.

Little Known Texan Famous in France for Saving Grapes

Isn't it ironic that a fellow 


who lived at Denison is abso- 
lutely unknown in Texas except 
to a small cult while he re- 
mains a hero of france 60 years 
after his death. 


And had it not been for an 


American social experiment 
which failed, a long stretch of 
Texas and Oklahoma along the 
Red River might today be 
known as the wine center of the 
world. 


This individual was Thomas 


Volney Munson who became in- 
terested in grapes while a stu- 
dent at the University of Ken- 
tucky. 


He decided to grow grapes in 


Nebraska, of all places, but it 
was too cold. 


So he headed for Denison 


where two brothers lived—W. 
B. Munson, a banker and indus- 
trialist, and the other a surve- 
yor. 


John Clift of the Denison Her- 


ald, who has become an author- 
ity on the vinaculturist, says 
Munson walked over much of 
western Arkansas, southern Ok- 
lahoma 
and 
North Central 


Texas looking for wild grape 
vines. 


The outcome of this, relates 


Clift, was that Munson devel- 
oped 300 types of grapes of 
which 115 are known to exist to- 
day. 


Not long ago, and possibly to- 


day, a drive along some roads 
in Montague County revealed 
grape vines growing almost ev- 
erywhere on the fence rows. 
And there are some vineyards 
under cultivation. 


In the 1880s, the rich Bour- 


deaux country of France, noted 
for its grapes and wine, was in 
serious trouble. 


A disease had gotten into the 


vines and it appeared that the 
industrial base of Bordeaux 
was doomed. Nothing helped. 


A delegation from that region 


went to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment in Washington to see if 
anyone there had a solution. 


Munson had been bombarding

This man 
they didn't remember was the 
author of many distinguished 
articles on grapes and had ap- 
peared at international semi- 
nars. They just hadn't recog- 
nized his name when it was 


spoken in Washington. 


Munson said, sure, he could 


cure their vines. 


So he prowled along the Red 


River and snipped 
cuttings 


from the wild grapevines. He 
sent them to France, they were 
grafted on the Bordeaux vines, 
and the European industry was 
saved. 


For this the Frenc bestowed 


on him the legion of Honor. 
Only other American given that 
honor at that time was the in- 
ventor, Thomas Edison. 


Clift says statues of Munson 


dot the Bordeaux country. 


California 
has 
surpassed 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


France and other 
European 


countries as the greatest wine 
producer in the world. 


It could have been Texat:. 
Horace Foster, 80, of Denison 


is the only person who worked 
with Munson known to survive. 
He 
recalls 
when 
farmers 


brought grapes into town by the 
wagon and truck load. 


Munson said there was one 


area where the soil, terrain and 
climate 
were 
as good for 


grapes as any in the Bordeaux 


region. 


This included the Texas coun- 


ties of Lamar, Fannin, Gray- 
son, Cooke and Montague and 
the Oklahoma counties of Love, 
Marshall, Bryan, Choctaw and 
McCurtain.

Porter Zoo, a Noah's Ark of rare 
animals. The animals, which 
represent one of the largest 
single collections of rare and 
endangered 
species 
in 
the 


world, roam free on their own 
islands, without cages or bars, 
in habitats where they fell free, 
relaxed and happy. Vou can 
walk among them and sense 
their contentment, and observe 
them as they would behave in 
the wild if they were free from 
danger, discomfort and hunger, 
one of the major elements in the 
successful breeding program of 
the zoo, which has won it 
national 
awards 
and 


recognitions. 


The zoo is built on an old 


channel of the Rio Grande in 
Brownsville. The 26.5 acre 
zoological preserve has over 
.one thousand mammals, birds 
and reptiles. The rock and cave- 
like shelters are built of blown 
concrete in free form sculpture. 


Open park habits are spearated 
by concealed moats and visable 
streams of water to give the 
spectator the feeling of walking 
freely among the animals. The 
multi-million dollar installation 
was built, stocked and given to 
the city of Brownsville by the 
Earl C. Sams Foundation, and 
is operated 
by the 
Valley 


Zoological Society. It is open 
three hundred and sixty-five 
days a year. There are con- 
cession stands for food and 
souvenirs. 


Other than my first jet plane 


ride and the wonderful fun we 
had catching the speckled trout, 
the third highlight was when my 
son Pat took me to the zoo. I'm 
glad that he thought about it as 
he had visited it a couple time 
before.

College Foresees 
No Tax Increase

Navarro College Trustees gave unanimous approval Thur- 


sday night to a preliminary budget of $2,055,678 for the fiscal 
year 1974-75. Although this is a projected increase of $159,134 
over the 1973-74 budget, according to Dr. Walker, there will 
"definitely be no tax increase." 


Dr. Walker said the 1974-75 budget implements new programs 


in continuing education and community services and pilot 
training which NC will offer this fall. "Additional programs in 
air conditioning, telecommunications, associate degree nursing, 
and auto mechanics are planned as soon as adequate funding 
and approval from the Texas Education Agency are obtained." 


The college president told board members that he expected 


the increase in the budget to be covered by anticipated income 
increases from state appropriations, anticipated grants, and 
expected student enrollment. He said an increase in student 
enrollment will mean more revenue from the bookstore, the 
cafeteria, the snackbar, and the dormitories. 


Walker said the $2,055,678 total also reflects the budgeting of 


NC federal financial aid programs which had never been in- 
cluded in the budget. 


Dr. Walker said the budget is consolidated this year into 


major categories which provide the total picture of the in- 
stitution's income resources," 


He said the $1,444,500 allocated for the educational and 


general operating fund represent 70.1 per cent of the total 
budget. The auxiliary enterprises fund with $311,695 is 15.2 per 
cent of the budget. 9.1 per cent of the budget is set for the debt 
service fund with an amount of $186,125. $77,008 allocated for 
student financial aid is 3.7 per cent of the budget and the 1.9 per 
cent is for the plant fund, reflecting an amount of $39,350. 


Dr. Walker said the college is presenting an auxiliary en- 


terprises fund for the first time. He said the dormitories have 
been moved from the educational and general fund and the old 
cafeteria, student activity, and athletic funds have also been 
combined into this new fund. He pointed out that the new budget 
system lists the amount for each intercollegiate 
sport 


separately whereas before it was only listed as "athletic funds." 


The budget allocates $31,000 for football, $12,800 for basket- 


ball, and $6,650 for tennis. 


Dr. Walker said the final budget figures will be available to 


the board in August in order to officially set the tax rate which 
will be the same as last year.

Dr. Ray Deaa Carroll, 


Corsicana veterinarian, said he 
had been advised at 11 a.m. by 
Texas Animal Health Com- 
mission officials "only one-half 
of 
Falls 
County is 
under 


quarantine." 


Dr. Carroll reported he spoke 


with Dr. J. B. Young, field 
veterinarian in charge for the 
TAHC in Falls County at Marlin 
and was advised "that the 
disease has only been diagnosed 
in Falls County." 


According to late information 


given Dr. Carroll by Dr. Young 
there is a "zone" of seven 
surrounding counties designed 
as a "ring around Falls County" 
in which cattle producers are 
being urged by Gov. Briscoe 
and TAHC to vaccinate their 
cattle in an effort to prevent 
spread of anthrax outside Falls 
into neighboring counties.

'New Breed'of Labor Leader Stirs Change in Clothing Industry 


NEW YORK (AP) - Murray 


Kinlcy doesn't seem like a man 
who would pick a fight with 
Willie Farah. But he did, and 
won. 


Kinley, 
president 
of 
the 


Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America, doesn't 
appear 


much like the typical union 
leader, either. 


Soft-spoken and easy-going, 


he is relatively young as far as 
labor bosses go. At 52, he is the 
second youngest of the AFL- 
CIO's M vice presidents, He 
also is a lawyer. 


And in the short time that he 


and Jacob Sheinkman, 47, have 
headed 
the 
-Amalgamated 


Clothing Workers, they have 
brought aggressive leadership 
to an American labor move- 
ment which often is criticized 
as stagnating under aging lead- 
ers. Sheinkman is secretary- 
treasury of the union. 


Finley 
and 
Sheinkman 


showed through a successful 
boycott of Farah products that 
this seldom-used labor weapon 
still can be an effective organ- 
izing tool. After a 21-month 
boycott in which sales and prof- 
its plunged, the Farah Manu- 
facturing Co., an El Paso, Tex.- 
based pantsmaker, agreed to 
recognize the union. 


Finley and Sheinkman also 


led the first nationwide strike 
against the men's clothing in- 
dustry in half a century, and 
produced an innovative settle- 
ment which demonstrated that 
the clothing union's tradition of 
pioneering social change is not 
dead. 


Now getting under way is a 


boycott of the Phillips Van Heu- 
sen Co., to back the union's ef- 
fort to organizae that com- 
pany's shirt plants in Alabama, 
Mississippi and Arkansas. 


Joking to a reporter during 


last month's clothing industry 
strike talks, Sheinkman 
said 


that he and Finlty were afraid 
of getting a reputation as "two 


mad hatters." 


One industry spokesman sug- 


gested that they called the 
strike only "to assert their 
leadership." 


"That's baloney," snapped 


Sheinkman, who, like Finley, is 
a lawyer. "We weren't looking 
for a strike and tried to avoid 
it. But we couldn't recommend 
80 cents over three years man- 
agement's last offer, not with 
today's inflation." 


The union sought, and won 


after a 10-day strike, a $1 an 
hour wage increase over three 
years for workers who are 
among the lowest paid in man- 
ufacturing. They also won for 


the first time for their union a 
cost of living adjustment 
to 


protect wages against inflation. 


But perhaps more noteworthy 


was the establishment under 
the new contract of a network 
of Health Maintenance Organ- 
izations to provide complete 
medical and hospital care for 
the union's 365,000 members 
and their families. The contract 
is the first to make use of a 
new federal law encouraging 
formation of such health organ- 
izations, and is likely to serve 
as a model for other unions. 


Finley and Sheinkman say 


they are trying to carry on in 
the tradition of the clothing un- 


ion's first president, Sidney 
Hillman, who conceived of the 
union as a vehicle not only for 
winning improvements in mem- 
bers' working conditions but in 
their living conditions as well. 


Th new leaders also are set- 


ting up retirement centers, so- 
cial service and legal programs 
and nhild day care centers to 
assist working mothers in the 
union. 


Finley, who held 
various 


posts with the union in the Mid- 
west, and Sheinkman, who was 
the union's general counsel, 
were elected to their present of- 
fices in October 1972. Neither 
has worked in a clothing facto- 


."A new breed," is the way 


Finley and Sheinkman are de- 
scribed by a Clothing Manufac- 
turers Association officials who 
faced them across the bargain- 
ing table last month. 


"They're honest, 
show a 


great deal of integrity, have 
concern for their members and, 
I think, for the solidity of the 
industry," the official says. 


Van Heusen President Stan- 


ley C. Gillette says they are go- 
ing to put the clothing industry 
out of business. 


"They're trying to use the 


same muscle tactics to bring us 
to our knees as they did with 


Farah," says Gillette. "They 
accused this man of everything 
but rape and murder and every- 
body rallied to believe that was 
true." 


The clothing union's leaders 


view the Farah settlement as 
more than just another union 
victory. They contend 
that 


through the collective economic 
powfr of the union, the Mexi- 
can-American workers in the 
Southwest "now have an in- 
strument" to wield political and 
economic influence in their 
communities. 


"The American labor move- 


ment is still the greatest ve- 
hicle for social change," as- 
serts Finley.

Industrial Health Researchers Say Labor Department Puts on Pressure 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Job- 


health researchers say they are 
getting pressure from the La- 
bor Department to tone down 
their advice on how to protect 
workers from industrial poi- 
sons. 


The pressure is said to be 


coming from the department's 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration, center of a new 
Watergate controversy also re- 
lated to job-health rules. 


OSHA officials want health 


researchers at the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare to quit recommending safe 
levels for industrial substances 
that are harmful to workers, 
sources say. 


Presently, HKW researchers 


issue "criteria documents" for 
different poisons, recommend- 
ing specific ceilings which they 
feel will eliminate health haz- 
ards. OSHA then must translate 
the recommendations into le- 
gally enforceable standards. 


Critics often 
charge 
that 


OSHA swaps lives for profits, 
and sources say t.iis has led 
OSHA officials to seek an end 
to HEW's specific recommen- 
dations. 


One source inside OSHA said 


the agency's standards chief, 
Daniel P. Boyd, pressed HEW 
officials for an end to specific 
recommendations of safe levels 
during a meeting two weeks 
ago. 


The source said some of 


Boyd's subordinates felt 
it 


would not be proper. A spokes- 
man at HEW said Boyd's idea 
had been rejected because the 
law requires HFOW to recom- 
mend specific ceiling levels. 


The 
interagency 
dispute 


comes at the same time as a 
somewhat related controversy 
sparked when the Senate Wa- 
tergate committee published a 
memorandum 
written 
by 


OSHA's former chief, George 
C. Guenther. It proposed that 
Nixon fund raisers use the 
agency's record as a "selling 
point" with the employers he 
was supposed to be regulating. 


Guenther wrote the memo 


five months before the 1972 
election, and predicted that no 


controversial job-health propos- 
als would come from his agen- 
cy or HEW during the cam- 
paign. 


He also said he intended to 


clear new employes with the 
Republican 
National 
Com- 


mittee, and said he had dis- 
cussed with fund raiser Lee 
Nunn "the great potential of 
OSHA as a sales point for fund 
raising and general support by 
employers." 


The Watergate 
committee 


said Guenther's plan was re- 
jected by Laurence Silberman, 
now U.S. deputy attorney gen- 
eral. 


But Ralph Nader's Health 


Research Group charged that 
OSHA apparently has imple- 


mented the Guenther plan, and 
pointed out that the only job- 
health standards now in force, 
three years after the agency 
was set up, are for asbestos fi- 
bers and a list of cancer-caus- 
ing substances. HEW recom- 
mendations for 
ceilings on 


more than a dozen other poi- 
sons, affecting an estimated 5 
million workers, still are pend- 
ing, some since 1972. 


Dr. Sidney Wolfe, head of the 


Nader group, accused OSHA of 
"murder in the workplace" and 
demanded that Watergate spe- 
cial prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
investigate. 


Sen. 
Harrison Williams, D- 


N.J., who sponsored the law 
that set up OSHA, in a state- 


ment said the Guenther memo 
shows him to be guilty of "at 
the very least, a clear derelic- 
tion of duty." 


A spokesman for OSHA, Mal- 


colm Barr, conceded that there 
had been delays in setting legal 
ceilings for industrial poisons, 
but said there are "extenuating 
circumstances."
